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Vorster optimistic 


about Rhodesia

fence League (JDL) leader Rabbit CAPE TOWN (AP). — South African Prime Minister John Vorster 
said on Monday he remains optimistic about a settlement in Rho- 

desia and warned the main alternative is “certainly escalation of 


violence” in Southern Africa. 

Vorster told the Associated Press 
in an interview that a major racial 
conflagration in Southern Africa is 
not inevitable, “but once it starts 
escalating you don’t know where 
it’s going to end.” 

The Prime Minister also held out 
the Possibility of a future summit 
with Black African leaders, but 
gave few details of his personal 
Involvement in recent efforts to 
reach detente with black Africa. 

“All I am prepared to say is that 
I am doing my level best to nor- 
malize relations with African coun- 
tries," he said, adding, “I happen 
to know that there are other Afri- 
can leaders who are also anxious 
to normalize relations in Africa, and 
it stands to reason if that is my 
wish and if that is their wish then 
some time in the future we must 
ebviously meet.” 

Vorster said he was prepared to 
meet any African leader to discuss 
all questions pertaining to Africa 
and its future. 

Asked whether South Africa had 
decided to “sacrifice” Rhodesia as 
the price for peace in Southern 
Africa, Vorster replied: ‘That, of 
course, is just nonsense.” 

Asked whether a future black- 
ruled Rhodesia might pose a threat 


to South Africa, Vorster sald: 

"J don't think it’s necessary at 
all at this to talk about black 
Tule in Rhodesia because a5 I under- 
stand it, it ig the standpoint of 
white Rhodesiang that there should 
be stable, orderly, civilized govern- 
ment re; of colour.” 

Vorster said South Africa’s in- 
ternal race policies were “imma- 
terlal to the subject of detente.” 
He also said he saw no reason why 
whites and blacks could not live 
peacefully together in Africa. 

The Prime Minister took issue 
with the tendency to compare the 
situation of blacks in South Africa 
with that of blacks in the U.S, 

“{ don't think you can equate the 
United States’ position with South 
Africa's position at all... Your 
American Negro is a black Ameri- 
can, Our black man is a black 
Zulu or a black Xhosa or a black 
Venda or a black Sotho with his 
own language, his own culture, his 
own tradition, And all that the Zulu 
and the Venda haa in common is a 
black skin, The Swede and the Ita- 
lian have got that in common too, 
but otherwise they are different 
peoples in al) :respects. That very 
often isn't appreciated as far as the 
South African scene is concerned.” 


US. denies bid

WASHINGTON (AP). — The State 
Department yesterday denied that 
the U.S. intends to ask Switzerland 
for overflying rights for planes on 
the way to the Middle East. 

“We are not negotiating, have 
never negotiated, and have no in- 
tention to negotiate overfligut rights 
with Switzerland," press officer Ro- 
bert Funseth declared.
